in which the Board of ValostioD and -Assess- 
ment may detenniBe the vslaatloa of a fran- 
chise of I'orporation*, aud the duty of the Audi- 
tor in apportioning and certifying the same to 
the Clerks of the counties in which the fran- 
chise is ezoreiaod, a prooeediag institotod by 
the Andltor's Agent in the Coonty Court of 
Miiaon county, alleging that appellee, .\dam.H 
Express Co., la a quasi corporation and common 
carrier, and had continuously for the years
